New Ideas In Aircraft Production 


Results In Much Saving 


Bright ideas of aircraft workers} 
for doing their jobs faster or at less 
material expense have cut tangible 
production costs by $534,359.63, it 
was announced by the Aircraft In- 
dustry Relations Committee. The 
committee supervises’ the employee 
suggestion plan operated by labour- 
management committees in aircraft 
plants throughout the country. | 

The figures, as of April 30, show 
that workers were given a total of 
$64,096.27 in awards for their ideas, | 
the calculated savings of which 
apply only to their own plant. Any 
idea may be adopted by aircraft | 
plants throughout the United Na- 
tions, in which event the total sav- | 
ings might run into millions. 

Maximum individual award is $500. 
and the 25 best ideas for the year 
ending September will receive the 
Director-General’s Merit Award.

TREATMENT FOR 
FENCE POSTS 


In a circular The Bluestone 
Treatment for Poplar Posts, pub- 
lished by the Dominion Range 
Experimental Station, Manyberr- 
ies, Alta., the following _ state- 
ments are made: 

“Bluestoned poplar on this sta- 
tion after being in the ground 
10 to 12 years, are just as sound 
as the day they were put in..Un- 
treated poplars have rotted off in 
from 2 to 4 years. Cases are 
known in this locality of ranch 
fences built with bluestone pop- 
lars in 1903 having over 70% of 
the original posts still in service 
in 1938.” 

Posts can be treated quickly 
and economically with bluestone. 
A saturated solution containing 
from 2% to 3 pounds of blue- 
stone per gallon of cold water is 
recommended. Because this  sol- 
ution corrodes metal it must be 
prepared in a wooden container. 

Only green’ unseasoned posts 
respond readily to bluestone 
treatment. The treatment consists 
of placing: the bottom ends of 
posts in the solution to a depth 
of 18 to 36 inches. Due to loss 
of moisture at the top by trans- 
piration the solution quickly per- 
meates the cells throughout the 
length of the posts. As moisture 
is given off bluestone, solution is 
taken up to replace it. 

Before the posts are placed in 
the solution the portion which 
will be in the. ground is peeled 
completely. So that the upward 
movement of the bluestone sol- 
ution may be watched it is wise 
to peel a strip a few inche; wide 
along one side of cach pust. When 
the sciution is seen to have veu- 
ched the top the ‘treatment mav 
be .considered completed. 

In warm spring weather, tieat- 
ment outdoors may be completed 
in 12 hours. Where a number of 
posts arc to be treated water ‘ind 
blues'one must .be added as re- 
quired. At the Dominion Expcri- 
mental Station, Scott, Sask., ocsis 
of an average tor diameter of 
51% inches absorbed on the aver- 
age 20 ounces or. bluestone scl- 
ution. 

When treated posts are pi'ed 
to seasun some are likely to sgiit. 
This dees not seem to deczese 
greatly the strength of the rusts 
provided the solution penetrated 
beyond the sap wood to the pith 
or heurtwood. This is especially 
necessary for the end of the post 
which goes into the ground. 

The average durability of un- 
treated fence posts of various 
tree species has been determined 
(Table 1). Untreated posts that 
have been well seasoned before 
being placed in the ground are 
believed to have greater durabil- 
ity than posts cut green and plac- 
ed in the ground without season- 
ing. 

Bluestone, when used as a 
saturated solution on green cut 
poplar posts would seem to in- 
crease greatly their . durability. 
This treatment is simple and ec- 
onomical.
